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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 16-20 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

While the utilization circuit is defined variously as a circuit that includes the VSB 
receiver/processor, the FEC decoder and, in a separate embodiment, the MPEG 
decoder; the signal processors are defined as including the VSB processors as well. It 
is not at all clear therefore how in claim 16 "the means in the first mode for connecting 
both of the signal processors to the utilization circuit irrespective of the quality of the 
input signals; and means responsive to the evaluating means in the second mode for 
connecting one of the signal processors to the utilization circuit based on the quality of 
the input signals", are connected and/or operate/function with each other, if both the 
signal processors and the utilization circuit comprise VSB processors; and it is not clear 
too whether the claim limitations (quoted above) are referring to the signal processors 
as VSB processors or not. This confusion renders claim 16 (and, by virtue of their 
dependency, claim 17-20 and 31-33) indefinite. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 17-20, 31-33 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
